| Teachers 
contract 
approved

Crawford AuSable School 
District officials have approved 
a contract with the district’s 
teachers, 

The Crawford AuSable 
School District Board, at a spe- 
cial meeting held on Monday, 
Sept. 25, approved a contract 
with the Crawford AuSable 
Federation of Teachers, the 
labor union representing the dis- 
trict’s [24 teachers. 

Terms of the contract include 
a 1.5 percent pay hike. Teachers 
are also required to pay $10 per 
month toward the premium cost 
for health insurance. 

“We're pleased that we have 
finalized the contract with the 
teachers and we look forward to 
a good schcol year,” said Joe 
Powers, the superintendent for 
Crawford AuSable Schools. 

The school board had hoped 
to settle the contract in August, 
prior to the start of the school 
year.

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MICHIGAN WILL select a governor 


for the next four years on Nov. 7, and 
many voters still are undecided how they 
will vote, 

According to one poll after the first 
debate between Democratic Gov. 
Jennifer Granholm and Republican chal- 
lenger Dick DeVos, both lost ground to 
the undecided category, Gov. Granholm 
still leads in the poll, but the margin is 
smaller. 

The pre-debate poll showed Ms. 
Granholm ahead 50- 42, with 12 percent 
undecided. 

After the debate, both had lost a little 
ground, Mr. DeVos gained abit, but 
undecideds went up three points to 15 
percent. Ms. Granholm still led but only 
by four points, 46-40. 

Politically speaking, the debate wasn’t 
very good for either candidate. Some 
voters tended to say, “Wait a minute. 
Let's think about this for a while.” 

THE RELUCTANCE to decide comes 
after a record high $25.9 million spend- 
ing spree on advertising, most for 30 or 
60 second TY spots. Gov. Granholm and 
Democrats have plowed $8 million into 
TV, while Mr. DeVos has invested a 
whopping $17.9 million, much of it his 
own funds. And that’s with one final, 
intense month to go. 

In comparison, in the 2002 governor’s 
race, total spending by both candidates —

Voters still thinking it over as election nears 


winning Democrat Granholm and losing 
Republican Dick Posthumus ~ were 
reported at $17.9 million, with 
Democrats at $9.4 million and 
Republicans at $8.5 million. 

Heavy TV spending is expected to 
continue in the final weeks until voting 
day. 

What does it take to run for a 
statewide office in Michigan these days? 
Either a very, very rich person, or one 
with very deep convictions plus either 
the deep pockets or a wide array of influ- 
ential and rich friends, 

* * * 

THE DEVOS TV campaign followed 
a definite pattern. Starting in February, it 
was a name recognition campaign, all 
about Dick DeVos. It worked well, as 
polls showed a steady growth in his sup- 
port as his name became more widely 
known. 

In early summer, DeVos ads turned 
more negative attacking Ms, Granholm’s 
record, emphasizing Michigan’s eco- 
nomic slide during her, watch, plus 
adding to Mr. DeVos’ positive side. 
Finally, in more recent days, the De Vos. 
ads are more condemning the Granholm 
record and performance. 

Democrats, meanwhile, started attack- 
ing Mr. DeVos early, emphasizing his 
business dealings including job cuts in 
Michigan and investments in China. 
These mostly were products of the 


Democratic State Central Committee, all 
anti-DeVos. They continue. 

Ads coming from the Granholm cam- 
paign organization follow similar lines 
since her TV spending started in late 
summer. 

The same lines of negative attack by 
both sides permeated the first statewide 
televised debate, and probably caused 
fringe support on both sides to hold 
back, 

*# o* Ok 

HEAVY RELIANCE on negative 
attack campaigns may be a product of 
our times. Political consultants are firm 
that negative advertising is the only way 
to get elected, and the idea feeds on 
itself, 

A cynic might point out there’s no 
way to prove otherwise these days 
because everybody is doing it, and the 
candidate who attacks most effectively 
wins. But how can we know for sure, 
since nobody attempts a strictly positive 
campaign any more? 

But does it really change anyone’s 
mind? 

Democrats have concentrated on Mr. 
DeVos private record. They claim he cut 
jobs in his own company in Michigan, 
and built a plant in China. They accuse 
him of buying support in Washington to 
influence laws in his own behalf. And 
lately, they condemn his investment in a 
nursing and care facility located across 


the country, including Michigan. 

Republicans concentrate on 
Michigan’s economic record during Ms. 
Granholm’s four years as governor, 
blaming her for job loss and high unem- 
ployment. They hint she’s responsible 
for releasing murderers from prison and 
providing inadequate youth protections 
by the state, leading to maltreatment of 
kids and the death of at least one child. 
They claim she let a new auto plant slip 
through Michigan’s fingers because she 
snubbed Honda during an investment 
seeking trip to China. 

All these charges by both sides are 
phony to one degree or another, and can 
be explained, justified or proved to be 
untrue, Yet both sides persist in their 
attacks, 

This scenario causes unsure voters to 
ask themselves why they should yote for 
either one. It seems to have shitted some 
voters from committed to undecided.

HISTORICALLY ABOUT one third 


of Michigan voters are Republican, one 


third are Democrats, and one third swing 
back and forth. That’s why for years we 
have elected some Democrats, some 
Republicans to statewide office. 

My theory is that negative campaign-

. The third in the middle hear these 
attacks, and some are convinced, and 
move to one candidate or the other. But 
a drumbeat of such negative pounding, 
with no positive counter-balance, may 
cause these late blooming supporters to 
question their choice. 
The die-hard middle ~ those who start 
out undecided and stay that way pretty 
much until election day while they 
watch the campaigns unfold — continues 
to ask: “Okay. But what with either one 
really do if elected?” 
With less than a month to go, 15 per- 


‘cent of voters still haven’t decided. The 


continuous bombardment of negativism 
may be turning them away from both 
candidates. 

What they finally decide will deter- 
mine ‘the election. There are enough of 
them at this point to elect the governor. 

What will they do? They may hold 
thafr collective noses and break one way 
or the other. They may split as those 
already decided are lined up; that’s what 
pollsters usually predict will happen. Or 
they may just throw up their hands and 
stay home. 

It’s just too bad that there is very little 
of a positive nature to help us decide.

“The stationing of American 
forces in Japan, and its disci- 
plined, orderly and civilized 
attitude was unprecedented.” 

“There was fear that the 
American people would revenge 
the Pearl Harbor attack in some- 
way or another, it did not hap- 
pen.” ; 
“Aug. 28, marked the first 
arrival of American forces, but 
none of the unfortunate inci- 
dents expected took place.” 

“The people were simply 
astonished at the orderly con- 
duct of the highly mechanized 
American forces.

God had just finished teaching 
us in Romans 3:24-26 that justifi- 
cation is by God's free grace, 
through faith ia our redemption by 
Christ’s blood whereby God gives 
us forgiveness of sins and declares 
us righteous by imputing to us the 
righteous life of Jesus Christ. 

After spending almost three 
chapters proving pagans, moral- 
ists, and religionists to all be sin- 
ners before a Holy God; And after 
explaining in detail how we can 
only be saved by faith in the 
gospel alone; God concludes this 
chapters with a negative polemic 
refuting any attacks upon the 
gospel of God’s grace. 

First, God refutes any basis for 
human pride or boasting in salva- 
tion in Romans 3:27: “Where is 
boasting then? It is excluded. By 
what law? of works? Nay: but by 
the law of faith.” As God tells us in 
Ephesians 2:8,9: “8For by grace 
are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves: it is the gift 
of God: 9Not of works, lest any 
man should boast.” “6And if by 
grace, then is it no more of works: 
otherwise grace is no more grace. 
But if it be of works, then is it no 
more grace: otherwise work is no 


more work.” (Romans 11:6). God 
was refuting the pride of the Jews 
who made their boast of being 
saved by keeping God’s faw and 
rituals. Jesus spoke a parable 
against such self-righteousness in 
Luke 18:9-14. 

God not only refuted all human 
boasting, but also all claims of 
human works for righteousness in 
salvation in) Romans = 3:28: 
“Therefore we conclude that a 
man is justified by faith without 
the deeds of the law.” This is why 
the apostle Paul counted his past 
religious pride of his birth and 
achievements as dung to know 
Christ in Philippians 3:8,9: “And 
be found in him, not having mine 
own righteousness, which is of the 
law, but that which is through the 
faith of Christ, the righteousness 
which is of God by faith:” As we 
are told in Galatians 3:11: 
“1 {But that no man is justified by 
the law in the sight of God, it is 
evident: for, The just shall live by 
faith.” 
“SBut to him that worketh not, but 
believeth on him that justifieth the 
ungodly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness.” Human works 
are always the fruit or results of 
salvation, and never the root or 
cause. Read also Ephesians 2:10. 

Next God refutes all sectarian- 
ism or limitation of God’s justifi- 
cation in salvation in Romans

ing. 

“It’s been an amazing sum- 
ier and we have made some

The paint will help preserve 
the exterior of the building from 
further deterioration. 

The hatchery committee 
hopes to establish a nature 
museum in the building. 

The committee hopes the 
enhanced outside appearance of 
the building will help with 
future fund raising efforts. 

Art Levitan, the owner of 1 1- 
10 Custom Design, said he is.

people in there because it’s real- 
ly nice,” Canfield said.

Cedar project now offers larger 
enclosures for growing trees 


For the past 10 years, the 
“Cedars for the AuSable” proj- 
ect has been providing northern 
white-cedar seedlings to proper- 
ty owners along the AuSable 
and Manistee rivers to facilitate 
the reforestation of this native 
species, The cedar seedlings are 
planted close to the river to pro- 
vide shade to help keep the river 
cool, preserve the riverbank and 
eventually provide fish cover. 

Each newly planted cedar 
seedling is placed inside a three- 
foot high enclosure to protect it 
from deer browse. In time, this 
original enclosure becomes too 
small for the growing cedar and 
a larger enclosure is needed to 
continue to protect the cedar 
sapling from the local deer pop- 
ulation.

A 
professional should check 
the tightness and condition 
of all belts, clamps and 
hoses. 

¢ The heater and defroster 


must be in good working:

¢ The only accurate way to 
detect a weak battery is with 
professional equipment. But 
do-it-yourselfers can per- 
form routine maintenance. 
Scrape away corrosion from 
posts and cable connections; 
clean all surfaces; re-tighten 


all connections. Wear eye 
protection and — rubber 
gloves. 

* Replace worn wiper 
blades. If your climate is 
harsh, consider getting rub- 
ber-clad (winter) blades to 
fight ice build-up. 

* An auto technician 
should examine the exhaust 
system for leaks and inspect 
the trunk and floorboards for 
small holes. Exhaust fumes 
can be deadly. 

* Worn tires will be of little 
use in winter weather. 
Examine tires for remaining 
tread life, uneven wearing, 
and cupping; check the side- 
walls for cuts and nicks. 
Check tire pressure once a 
month. Let the tires “cool 
down” before checking the 
pressure. Rotate as recom- 
mended. Don’t forget your 
spare, and be sure the jack is 
in good condition.

* a hose with pistol-grip 


nozzle, if possible; 

* car-washing mitts or 
soft all-cotton towels; 

* several all-cotton towels 
or synthetic chamois for 
drying. 

Give the car a good rins- 
ing from top to bottom, 
including the wheels and 
inside the fenders. Always 
clean the tires and wheels 
before washing the body, 
and don't use the same mitt 
for both. This way you'll 
avoid contaminating the 
vehicle's paint with debris 
from the wheels and tires. 

Use a good tire cleaner 
with a stiff brush to 
improve the appearance of 
your tires. Next, clean the 
wheels with a wheel clean- 
er that removes the brake 
dust, which often blackens 
the front wheels. 

To wash the body, use a 
product sold specifically 
for automobiles; household 
cleaners can strip the wax 


from the paint and damage 
the finish.
